If the vote shows that the 
people of this community are ‘sat- 
isfied to have it remain a colored 
camp, then the whole idea will 
probably be dropped, since a ma- 
jority will rule in this matter as 
it.does in all other-matters in a 
democracy.

County Finances 
Rardin's Topic 
Before Lions Club 


Giy Commissioner Paul 
Rardin was guest speaker before 
members of the Pahokee Lions 
club on Tuesday of. this week. 
Rardin chose “Your Tax Money 
and Where It Goes” as his subject 
and gave the Lions a little look- 
see into county finances. 

Pointing out that valuations in 
Palm Beach county total more 
than $108,000,000 Rardin said that 
only 8.5 per cent of this valuation 
is in the fifth (Everglades) coun- 
ty commissioner's district. When 
the district's population of 34,- 
245 is taken into consideration and 
compared with the total of 112,000 
in the county there is vast dif- 
ference in percentages, the com- 
missioner said. 

Some of the figures given by 
Rardin were as follows: District 
"No. 1, Jupiter, Lake Park and 
Riveria, valuation $3,750,000 or 
3.5 percent. District No. 2, West 
Palm Beach, Palm Beach, West 
Gate, Military Trail and  Loxa- 
hatchee, valuation $69, 850,000 or 
69.5 percent of the county total 
District No. 3, Lake Worth, Lan- 
tant, Boynton, "Brown's Fárm and 
Greenacres, valuation  $9,500,00 
District No. 4, Delray Beach and 
Boca Raton, valuation $8,300,000 
while in. the Everglades district 
the valuation is $8,300,000, or 8.5 
percent.
